BURIED IN 4C.TOiN STEEL INGOT 


idd Funeral of Workmen Who Were 
Overwhelmed In Molten 8tee1, 


Philadelphia, Nov. 20. — A funeral 
witiaout a parallel In this city took 
place 
at 
the 
Midvale 
Steel works, 
where a 40-ton Ingot of steel, per- 
meated with the flesh, blood and bones 
of two workmen, was buried with the 
Eolemn rites of the Roman Catholic 
church. The workmen wlio were so 
strangely lal4 away were John Forkin 
and Joseph Gazda, two forei|rn-speak- 
ing laborers, who met a horrible death 
a week ago; They were In a bit near a 
cupola conti^lnfng many tons of molten 
steel. A i.jug gave way and 80,000 
j>ounds of the fiery fiuid pu'ired irom 
the cupola^and o^^eryhelmed tlicm. The 


men were compieie'ly inclneraiod ari\ 
not a trace of thomselvos nor their 
clothing was left. 


The Midvnl'e Steel 
company wa< 
averse to selling tlie steel or using It 
for the purpose it was intended, and 
It was decided to bury it with the 
rites of thf> church to which tho un- 
fortunate mc'n bolonyed. Accordingly 
tho 40-ton ingot oval In shape, 28 feet 
lonJT, G fept Avidf? and 5 feet thick, was 
moved by a travelling crane to tho 
rear of the machine shop, where a 
grave 19 feet deep had been made. 


A s:rGat crowd sought admission ta 
the works, but only the two sisters of 
Gazda, who depended upon him for 
support, and about 100 workmen who 
were on Sunday duty, were permitted 
to attend the services, aloni? with the 
officials of the company. Forkin had 
no relations in this country. All heads 
i were bared and flags were lowered 
to half staff while two priests conduct- 
ed the services. After the sisters of 
Gazda had been led away the great 
Ingot was covered with earth and the 
funeral party dispersed. The grave of 
the men will be appropriately marked 
by the company. 


A $1,614,000 BLAZE 


Warehouse Containing 810,000 Gallons 
of Whiskey Burned. 
Connellsville, P a , Nov. 20.—At the 
A. Overhoit distillery at Broadford, 
810,000 gallons of whiskey furnished a 
spectacular fire, entailing a loss of $1,* 
614,000. 
The main bonded warehouse 
was burned to the ground. A steady 
northeast wind, which blew the fiamee 
toward the Youghiogheny river, saved 
the town of Broadford, the buildings 
of the H. C. Frick Coke company and 
the B. & O. station from destruction. 
Smoke was first soon issuing from the 
third-story of the building, which was 
alonp;side the B. & O. tracks. 
Joseph 
McDonald and George Patckin. em- 
ployes of the company, climbed 
up 
the firi^ cscape and opened one of the 
small iron doors. They v^^cre caught in 
a suffocating cloud cf smoke, which 
sufCocated Ihcm, and- they dropped 
unconscious on the fire escape. 
Thoy 
were rescued by other workmen and 
a general alarm was. soynded. 
The 
blue-tinj?ed /lames from'the burning 
aJcohol were soon shooting more than 
100 feet into the air. As barrels of old 
rye whiskey on each of the four floors 
burst the blazing liquid was splashed 
In all directions.

been laid there, one across both rails 
and the other four across the outside 
rail. As ho was wondering who couldf 
have attempted such a crime he heard 
the v/histlo of the train and calling 
for help to a man who v/as approacn- 
Ing ho set to work to dear the tracks. 
The other, w^ho was Hackett, as­ 
sisted in the work. The two had not 
romovod the obstructions a m inuu 
before tho train dashed by, 
Adams and Hackott a.t once report­ 
ed the incidi=*nt to police headquarters 
and detectivos were set to work. They 
found an overcoat, a cap, a necktie, 
an open penkniio, a pair of cuffs with

Try for the finest flowers, or to fix 
a new color in a familiar flower, or study cross fertilizing of plants.

A group of these Indians were 
seated about a bhi'/ing camp lire, silent 
and mooily, enjoying 
their 
evening 
smoke. 
It was a cold and dark night 
in autumn, 
Suddenly one of the men 
began to relate a story. 
At lirst his 
voice 
Avas 
low and agreeable, 
but 
when he came to adventures of war 
his tones rose and his gestures grow 
violent. 
The audience listened to his 
tales with no sign of incretlulily, and 
occasionally 
grunted 
approval, 
It 
seems that these stories are told only 
in the autumn, and that it is supposed 
to bring bad luck if they are told at 
any other season. 
Apparently the pro- 
verbial fish story is common to the 
whole genus humanum.

just as seriously as if it really existed. 
Lake Mistassiui is 120 miles long and 
twenty miles Avide, so the legend far 
eclipses the white man's story of the 
sea serpent.—Xew York Evening Post.

of nets and gear. 
There is also a fund 
from which owners of steam trawler? 
are recompensed for damage to and 
Joss of men. 
Five thousand pounds is 
the amount to be contributed by iiie 
German Government for losses in this 
respect sustained during 1004. 


The effect of this policy is that while 
in 1000 the German fishing fleet con 
sisted of 504 vessels and 3705 men, in 
1004 there were 023 vessels and 50:ii; 
men. 
The additions to the fleet this 
year are likely to equal those of the 
last four years. 
It is interesting tc 
note that the motor 
fishing 
boat is 
being adopted by Germans for their 
fishing fieets.

*'The encouragement 
given 
by

Government to the fishing industry is 
considered to be partly due to a recog- 
nition of the prospective value of the 
material available for the mann'ng of 
the navy."

Apparently the pro­ 
verbial fish story is common to the 
whole genus humanum. We quote Mr. 
Swindlehurst's record of “A Big Porch” 
story with his comment: 
“Some Indian hunters wero camped 
along the shores of Lake Mistassini. 
As fish and game were plentiful they 
were happy and contentoil. One even­ 
ing they missed one of their number, 
and though they searched everywhere 
could not find him. 
They had many 
days given him up for dead, when he 
surprised them by calmly walking into 
camp. 
On their asking him where he 
had been he told the following story: 
“ ‘That night you lost me I was at 
the bottom of the lake, where I saw' all 
kinds of fish, some pretty, some ugly, 
and 
some 
savage. 
There Avas one 
porch so large that he could not turn 
around in the lake, but had to swim 
up and down without turning.” 
The above story has been handed 
down from father to son, and even to­ 
day Indians refer to the “big perch” 
just as seriously as if it really existed. 
Lake Mistassini is 1*J0 miles long and 
twenty miles wide, so the legend far 
eclipses the white man’s story of the 
sea serpent.—New York Evening Post. 


G o rn iu iiy ’s S a ilo r ^Iiicliiiio.

a year toward the expenses of the (icr- 
man Sea Fisliery Association. 
Own­ 
ers of sailing smacks for the herrinp 
fishery receive a building subvention 
of from 2iK) pounds to 250 pounds, be 
sides a further sum for the purchase 
of nets and gear, There is also a fund 
from which owners of steam trawler? 
are recompensed for damage to and 
loss of men. Five thousand pounds is 
the amount to be contributed by the 
German Government for losses in this 
respect sustained during 1004. 
The effect of this policy is that while 
in 1900 the German fishing fleet con 
sisted of 5G4 vessels and 3705 men, iv 
1004 there Avere 023 vessels and DOIiL’ 
men. 
The additions to the fleet this 
year are likely to equal those of the 
last four years. 
It is interesting tc 
note that the motor fishing boat is 
being adopted by Germans for their 
fishing fieets. 
The following paragraph reveals the 
tiuse of Germany’s generosity: 
“The encouragement given by the 
Government to the fishing industry is 
considered to be partly due to a recog­ 
nition of the prospective value of the 
material available for the manning of 
the navy.”

Women Toaclicrs. 


According to an analysis of the ccn< 
sus statistics 
relating 
to 
teachers, 
made by Prof. Walter Wilcox, of Cor- 
nell University, eighty per cent, of the 
tcachers in large cities are women. 
In all countries the greater part of 
the teaching is done by women, but 
in the United States the excess of 
female teachers over male is greatest. 


Calculating the school age as from 
five to twenty-four, Professor Wilcox 
finds 
an average of one teacher to 
every seventy-one pupils» or 140 teach- 
ers for every 10,000 pupils, and that 
teachers exceed the total number of 
clergymen, lawyers and physicians. 


In 1900 Nevada had the largest pro- 
portional number 
of 
teachers; Ver- 
mont ranked second, Maine third, and 
Iowa fourth. The proportion of teach- 
ers was smallest in some of the South- 
ern States. 
During the past decade 
the proportion has increased in evei-y 
State and Territory, the increase reach- 
ing a maximum in the State of Wash- 
ington. 
a h e States of the North and 
West showed a greater increase than 
those of the South. 


The proportion of teachers in cities 
having at least 25.000 Inhabitants is 
greater than in smaller cities or coun- 
try districts. 
This condition, however, 
Is not prevalent in all divisions of tbe 
United States. 
In the North Atlantic 
and north central divisions tho larger 
cities are not so well supplied with 
teachers as the smaller cities and cmm- 
try districts.-New York World.

According to an analysis of the cen­ 
sus statistics rolating 
to 
teacliers, 
made by Prof. Walter Wilcox, of Cor* 
noil University, eighty per cent, of tliP 
toacbers In large cities ai*e women. 
In all countries the greater part of 
the teaching is (lone by Avomen, but 
in the United States the excess of 
female teachers over male is greatest. 
Calculating the school age as from 
five to twenty-four, Professor Wilcox 
linds an average of one teacher to 
every seventy-one pupils, or 140 teach­ 
ers for every 10,000 pupils, and that 
toachers exceed the total number of 
clergymen, lawyers and physicians. 
In 1000 Nevada had the largest pro­ 
portional number of toachers; Ver­ 
mont ranked second, Maine third, and 
Iowa fourth. The proportion of teach­ 
ers was smallest in some of the South* 
ern States. 
During the past decade 
the proportion has increased in evciy 
,State and Territory, the increase reacli- 
jng a maximum in tho State of Wash­ 
ington. The States of the North and 
West showed a greater increase than 
those of the South. 
The proportion of teachers in cities 
having at least 25.000 inhabitants is 
greater than in smaller cities or coun­ 
try districts. This condition, however, 
Is iiot prevalent in all divisions of tho 
United States. 
In the North Atlantic 
and north central divisions tho larger 
cities are not so well supplied with 
tf achers as the smaller cities aud r«»n- 
try districts.—New York World.
